IITOIDENTS IIT THE LIVES OP 
•'• ■' " 'WO aAIlDYPXOliTSEIUS. 

Ill our last issuo wo briefly alliidod to 
the deatli of "Dancing Bill," oiio of 
tho pionc-or ininor.s of tho country, 
and yesterday, learning that }ii8 old 
tiino .pArtner,?;" Black .Taolc," was ly- 
ing aick at tho Koyal Hospital, wo 
paid that institution a visit with tho ob- 
ject of obtaining a few particulars rolative 
. to their joint lives. \Ve found '' Black 
Jack" .sitting in ono of the day wards 
with a number of other patients who wore 
' oppariently iipproaohing "oohvnlescence. 
, We briefly introduced ourselves and told 
him that, if possible, wo should like to 
gather from him some details concerning 
his deceased partner. He replied, "Yes, 
I saw that ho was dead in this morning's 
Coloniat; certainly, I'll toll you what I 
.;know about "Dancing Bill." As "Black 
Jaek " ia suflering from St. Vitus' danco 
and as he becomes more ners-ous when at- 
tention is dircttud to him, >yo suggested 
that we should retire. He readily com- 
plied with the proposition, and being 
. $q|ufortably aqfi^d in a private apartment 
ho commenced his narrative. His answers 
to our questions were remarkably cltar 
and consequently we give hia story as 
nearly as po.ssiblo as ho told it. 

He said: " Dancing Rill's" real name 
was Thomas Latham. Uo was born in 
Rhode Island and when ho died must 
have been hetweou G2 and G3 years old. 
He camo hero across from tho Columbia 
in 1858 and started up the Fimser to mine. 
Then he went to Cariboo whore I had a 
claim with him on Qucsuol. After that 
he went back ag.iin to tho Columbia. 
Everybody calls uio "Blackjack," but 
my prbpor" name is Neheniiah T. Smith. 
I was born and bred in the State 
of Maryland and when I was only a boy 
I went to Ohio. For some years 1 fol- 
lowed the sea for a living, b.it in 1858 I 
heard of the gold oxcitcuieiit i n Frascr 
river and came to l^riti.sli (!•■!. untiia. I 
went up the Frascr ai;il .ifitir .stopping 
-there for a bit I left for Cariboo and, as I 
bold .•^if3f!l}ai4V» oMm with "Dancing 

, iill.?"'. ' \Ve' Alined "tbgether during the 

fall and part of tho winter of 1859 and I 
made about .^3,500. Then I went to 
Keithley creek— that's in Cariboo, too, you 
Know'— and tht)re I made §G,OOU in a little 
over a year. Afterwards I went out 

. , .-. prQ8pei«3^ing .w|tb thceo others and we 

^■^BtTOct'i.-' littlo'^-creek 'Which wo n*imed 
Nelson creek. The four of us took out 
over §1G,000 in about six weeks. Next 
I went to Antler and prospected around 
there and afterwards I prospected Wil- 
liam creek. In 18G2 un William sroek 
I boi'ght ground and mot with good 
prospects and sunk tlio tunnel which gave 
mo tho name of "Black - Jack." The 
ground paid §1,000 to tho foot and ia still 
being worked. I made a 'good deal of 
money there, but lent out §20,000 to men 
■■ working with me, thinking it'd bo just as 
safe in their hands as mine, but I lost 
every cent of it. "Dancing Bill" hadn't 
■■ been with mo except on Quosnel Creek. 
. He'd gone back to the Columbia, I think. 
In 1803 or 18(54 I left Cariboo and wont 
to the Peace River country and after min- 
ing, there several years I cumo nut "dead 
broke." Tho first year of tho Cassiar ox- 
cit'einertl wont there .and met "Dancing 
Bill" again. We worked together whip- 
sawing on Thibert Creek, but we didn't 
nmko much money at that. I afterwards 
liada claim on Doaso Creek which I sold 
for 81100 and another on McDarao which 
fetched mo 81270. I spent about twenty- 
one hundred dollars prospecting on Mc- 

=«iJD8fflfl!«. "Bancing Bill" during some of 
this time was packing Ijotweon Telegraph 

■ • Creek and the head of Deaso Lake. Ho 
■ packed for about tho first yeai ; then ho 
; 'went to mining on Dcase and McDame. 

Ho would stay on tho creeks off and on 
arid jWbuld ' take trips down to Wrangol, 
wintering thbro. Ho used to keep a dance 
house there, but he didn't get his name 
from that. Ho was called "Dancing Bill" 
right from a boy, as ho had always had a 
great liking for dancing. He was a wag- 
on-maker, or a sort of wheelwright 
by trade, but ho ran away from 
his parents when ho was young and 
took up with a circus. His father after- 
wards had him out of that and put him 
to hia trade again. Ho was in California 
long befovo I was (ind nsod to bavo .-i naojf 
tram with apartnertlicrs. Somehow or other 
his partnor'got killed by Indians wlio stole 

pne tr^jni-i s'JPanoing Bill" lost a big lot 
of ijiopoy by'thisjbutthoso who Know him 

bought him another train and stnrteri him 
agaiu. It didn't last long, for by misfor- 
t'UJiP Otiier thinrjs Bill s^on lost tl]e 
train. Ho w.as a quiet man, though, and 

■ ■ " I never know him to have any fights or 

trpublo, He hi^s ?v brother somewhere in 
(Jalifornla or on tho coast, ^ tljink. Hi^ 
.^.jams wa§ George aRjJ.J kpff l^l^v"(^fc sqa 
oft'tUs Q09St of Africa.' 'wn were together 



! brciught up as ? I was raised on a farni. 
' My mother died and my father took him 
' autithcr wife. Then I left homo. I guess it 
! is all of 40 years since I heard from any 

of my friends. I suppose I have made al- 
I together .in this country — well, lot's see — 
I mining, buying and selling about §70,- 

000. I never actually^spent.over $1,600 
i of that myself; the reat'^is gone. I lent it 
! nearly all, but I never got any back. There 
: are lots of men owe mo money all over. 
I I had ?3,500 stolen from mo at Qucsnol 
; by a man who w.as mining there and ran 

aw.-iy with it. That was tiio first money 
j to amount toauythinglovor made in Brit- 
I ii)h Columbia.' 

I Hero " Black Jack" paused for a few 

' minutes and seemed to look back into tho 
, many years of vicissitudes hu lias o.xper- 
I iuncod. Every few minutes tho nervous 
I twitchings peculiar to tho disease from 
' which ho is suffering reminded him pain- 
! fully of his inability to resume the life of 
tho hardy pioneer minor, led by him in 
this province since 1858. But there was 
no despondency in his manner, and after 
ft tiuio ho said: "If I could got rid of 
these jerks I should bo all right again. 
But I can't do anything for myself so long 
as I have thuiii. Ify lunga aro all good 
yet and outside of my narvousness I dont 
feel bad. But it's pretty bad sometimes 
when it causes mo to have fits." 

Wo asked him if ho had any friends 
who would assist wlien ho was able to bo 
about again and ho gave tho laconic re- 
ply which is as connnon in all parts of 
tho world as a morning grouting : "When 
I had lots of monoy I had. lots of friond.s ; 
but I don't know of any 'friehdi^ just 
now." ■ 

In answer to us when wo asked him if 
thoro was anything ho would like — any 
little delicacy or comfort— his mind ap- 
parently peered into tho dark futuru and 
"Black Jack," with tho tenacity of ptu'- 
poso and i)erseveranco peculiarly charac- 
teristic of British Columbian pioneora,said, 
"yes, if when I got well and am able tu 
travel again anybody would start mo witli 
a littlo outtit so that I could go to the 
mines .again I w-uild like that. I havo 
been here -since Augu.st and am getting 
tired of it." 

We told him there wcudd ))o no dilli- 
culty in tlio matter, oxpros.'iod a hope 
he would soon be all right again and then 
said "good byo" to "Black .lack", .tgod 
62, a pioneer of tho Province and ono of 
its most remarkable mining charactor.s.

have the best of tho law. Several 
years ago,during the Fenian excitement, 
from 1867 to 1869, in one of his half 
drunken monients, it was drawn out of 
him that he was a paid spy of the Gov- 
ernment for ]!icking U]) iuformntion 
about Fenian movements iri the coun- 
try. On all occa-sions he publicly spoke 
of the people moat disrespectfull}', and 
would insult them in every way. In 
the mnane.Ht public bouses he used to 
drink with the vilest characters, and 
took drink from them. Such was his 
odious character among the people that, 
for a long time previous to his death, he 
had police guarding Jiini. For some 
months he did not dare to travel with- 
out two constables with loaded rifles 
oii- the oar with him, and I myself have 
seen him driven along in this way so 
drunk that he could hardly sit on the 
car. Yet, sir, this man was the repre- 
sentative of one of the oldest and moat 
honored families of France — tho Mont- 
mbrencvH."
